1. ACCORDING AFP NEWS ITEM DATELINED LIMA DECEMBER 31 
AEROELOT WILL INAUGURATE MOSCOW-LIMA SERVICE IN JANUARY 
WITH LA STOPS IN HAVANA, QUITO, AND GUAYAQUIL. 

2. AIR ATTACHE HAS BEEN INFORMED BY A RELIABLE SOURCE 
THAT AEROFLOT MADE FORMAL APPLICATION TO THE CIVIL AVIA- 
TION AGENCY IN ECUADOR FOR LANDING RIGHTS BOTH IN QUITO 
AND GUAYAQUIL. THE APPLICATION WAS DENIED PENDING 
AEROELOT'S ADHERING TO CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS OR ACCEPTING 
CONDITIONS. THESE HAVE NOT BEEN MET AND APPARENTLY 
AEROELOT HAS NO INTENTION OF MEETING THEM. A CABINET 
MINISTER IN COMMENTING ON THE AEROELOT PROPOSAL STATED 
TO THE AIRA THAT INSOEAR AS HE WAS CONCERNED HE SAW NO 
POSSIBILITY OF LANDING RIGHTS BEING GRANTED. 

3. ANOTHER SOURCE (CONSIDERED ONLY PARIALLY RELIABLE) 
STATED THAT THE SOVIET EMBASSY MADE RECENT ATTEMPT TO 
SEEK APPROVAL OF LANDING RIGHTS, AND THAT IT WAS HAVING 
GREAT DIEFICULTIES IN GETTING ATTENTIVE EARS. 

4. COMMENT: IT APPEARS THAT THE GOVERNMENT IS NOT 
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GOING TO ALLOW AEROFLOT TO LAND IN ECUADOR AT THIS TIME. 
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EMBASSY WILL REPORT FURTHER INEORMATION AS DEVELOPED.
